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IN THE CLAIMS : 

1 . (Currently Amended) A method for rendering images on display devices with 
improved quality with the steps of: 

analysing at -brightness information l e ast partially cont e nts of said-an image, 
calculating an individual tone rendering curve which fits best for the particular 
image d e t e rmining a ton e r e nd e ring curv e based on said brightness 




adjusting luminance values of pixels within said image according to said 
d e t e rmin e d calculated tone rendering curve. 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein luminance values of pixels are 
analysed for determining said tone rendering curve. 

3. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein an image histogram is analysed for 
determining said tone rendering curve. 

4. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein at least two different tone rendering 
curves are stored, and wherein said determined tone rendering curve is taken 
from said storage. 

5. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein said tone rendering curve is 
customized according to properties of said display device. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein said tone rendering curve is applied 
to said luminance values of pixels within an HSV or Lsa colour space. 

7. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein ambient light information is 
acquired, and wherein said tone rendering curve is also determined based on 
said ambient light information.

9. (Currently Amended) A method for rendering images on display devices with 
improved quality with the steps of: 

analysing at l e ast partially cont e nts brightness information of said-an image, 
acquiring ambient light information, 

d e t e rmining calculating an individual tone rendering curve which fits best for 
the particular image a ton e r e nd e ring curv e based on said ambient light 
information, and said imag e cont e nt brightness information , and 
adjusting luminance values of pixels within said image according to said 
d e t e rmined calculated tone rendering curve. 

10. (Currently Amended) A display device for presenting images to viewers 
according to a method of claim 1, said display device comprising: 

a screen for showing said-an image, 

image analysing means for analysing at l e ast partially cont e nts brightness 
information of said image, 

tone rendering curve d e t e rmin ation- calculation means for calculating an 
individual tone rendering curve which fits best for the particular image 
d e t e rmining a ton e r e nd e ring curve based on said analysed image 
cont e nt brightness information , and 

image adjusting means for adjusting luminance values of pixels within said 
image according to said d e t e rmin e d calculated tone rendering curve.

12. (Currently Amended) A display device for presenting images to viewers 
according to a method of claim 1, said display device comprising: 

a screen for showing said-an image, 

image analysing means for analysing at l e ast partially contents brightness 
information of said image, 
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ambient light acquisition means for acquiring ambient light information, 
tone rendering curve d e termination c alculation means for calculating an 
individual tone rendering curve which fits best for the particular image 
det e rmining a tone r e nd e ring curv e based on said analys e d imag e 
cont e nt brightness information , and said acquired ambient light information, and 
image adjusting means for adjusting luminance values of pixels within said 
image according to said det e rmin e d calculated tone rendering curve.

15. (Currently Amended) A compute r-readable medium with computer-readable 
instructions for causing a computer to program product with a comput e r 
program tangibly stor e d th e reon, for -driveing a display device, or a display 
device driver^- t h e program comprising instructions op e rabl e to cause a proc e ssor 
to perform a method according to claim 1 .
